James 3:11, “Doth a fountain send forth at the same place 


sweet water and bitter?” 


ROJAN HORSE” is a term 
Sf ransee down from the time 

of the Greco-Trojan War. 
When the siege of Troy by the 
Greeks had reached a stalemate, 
the wily Ulysses conceived the idea 
of offering a great wooden horse 
to the Trojans as a gift. Cassandra, 
daughter of the king, pleaded that 


the gift should be rejected, say- 


ing, “I fear the Greeks, even when 
bearing gifts.” Cassandra was as 
unpopular as are most people who 
prophesy disaster. The gift horse 
was admitted within the walls, and 
that night Greek soldiers emerged 
from it, opened the city gates, and 
admitted the Greek army. As a re- 
sult the Trojans were beaten and 
the city destroyed. The lure of the 
world is our Trojan horse, filled 
with enemies of the commonwealth, 
opening the gates to the hordes of 
Satan, who in turn are set for the 
destruction of civilization. 
Does God want us segregated or 
does He want us integrated? 
Segregated workers: God wants 
some of us to be separated from 
our natural courses in life unto Him 
for His work. Acts 13:2, “Separate 


me Barnabas and Saul for the work 
whereunto I have called them.” 
God wants those who have been 
called into special service for His 
cause to separate their desires and 
their goals from the goals and the 
desires of the world and to let 
their delight be the way of the 
Lord. If you intend to be a good 
Sunday School teacher or a good 
young people’s leader, you must be 
separated by God unto the work 
whereunto He hath called you. 


Segregated lives: 2 Corinthians 
6:17, “Wherefore come out from 
among them, and be ye separate, 
saith the Lord, and touch not the 
unclean things; and I will receive 
you.” The Church of God demands 
a separated way of life because the 
Bible demands it. God knows, as 
the ancient Cassandra of Troy 
knew, that you can’t accept the 
good will of the world without pay- 
ing a high price for it. Many times 
that price is death. Sometimes we 
wonder why we can not do the 
frivolous and cheap things of the 
world and still be all right in our 
souls. When we let the innocent 
little things of the world come into 


our lives, regardless of how small 
and inconsequential they may seem, 
they will be as disastrous to us as 
the wooden horse was to the Tro- 
jans. Time and again God has told 
us that we can’t live with sin in 
us because sin and God don’t mix. 
God demands segregation of our 
hearts with the hearts and desires 
of the world. Once we let the devil 
put a little innocent horse in our 
hearts, it is an invitation to dis- 
aster, for that little sin will let 
others in and soon our lives will be 
overrun by the works of the devil. 
God, likening our lives to a well, 
asks, “Doth (it)... send forth at 
the same place sweet and bitter 
...?” Of course, the answer is no. 
We must be sure to keep our foun- 
tains of sweet water of Christian 
purity away from the bitter foun- 
tains of the world. 


Segregated objects: Numbers 6:3, 
“He shall separate himself from 
wine and strong drink.” God wants 
us to be segregated from alcohol 
and its effect, as well as all other 
habit-forming and health-destroy- 
ing substances such as_ tobacco, 
heroin and morphine. God expects 
us to maintain this strict segrega- 
tion and be sure our lives don’t 
follow a pattern of integration with 
these health-destroying objects. 


INTEGRATION IN OUR HOMES, 
SCHOOLS, JOBS, AND HEARTS 


Romans 38:9, “For I am persuad- 
ed, that neither death, nor life, nor 
angels, nor principalities, nor 
powers nor things present, nor 
things to come, nor height, nor 
depth, nor any other creature, shall 
be able to separate us from the love 
of God, which is in Christ Jesus 
our Lord.” If you haven’t let God 
integrate your heart with Christ, 
then this is one type of segrega- 
tion that you positively don’t want. 
Regardless of whether you are go- 
ing to school, have a job, or live in 
a home where it seems hard to 
live for Christ, be sure that you 
don’t segregate yourself from the 
love and the guidance of Him. You 
need to be integrated with Christ 
to learn of the hereafter and the 
only complete peace to be found on 
earth. Be segregated from the 
world; be segregated unto God; be 
segregated from harmful objects, 
but at all costs be integrated with 
Christ. 








brey Thomas was sitting by the 

radio in his home in Alexandria, 
Virginia; he heard a broadcast an- 
nouncing a revival in the Congress 
Heights section of Washington, D. C., 
with Russell Ford as the evange- 
list. Brother Thomas had heard 
the Reverend Mr. Ford preach in a 
previous revival, and immediately he 
decided to attend the revival in Con- 
gress Heights. As a result of this revi- 
val, on March 16, 1934, the Church of 
God was organized in the nation’s 
capital by the Reverend F. B. Marine, 
who was then district overseer. Broth- 
er Ford served as pastor until the lat- 
ter part of the year when he was re- 
placed by the Reverend Mr. Jackson. 
Some of the members who united 
with the church when it was first 
organized are still faithful to the 
Church of God; some of them have 
moved to other locations. A few of 
these members are Sister Baxter, Sis- 
ter Bailey, Brother and Sister R. A. 
Thomas, Sister Johnson, and Brother 
and Sister Jack Green. 

In 1935, the Reverend Henry Stoppe 
was appointed pastor, and in Septem- 
ber of that year he secured Brother 
Leslie Hesketh, Sr., for a revival. In 
October 1935, Brother Stoppe went to 
Reading, Pennsylvania, as pastor, and 
after the General Assembly in 1935, 
Brother Hesketh was appointed pastor 
of the Washington church. He con- 
tinued as pastor until the 1936 Assem- 
bly. 

During the time Brother Hesketh 
was pastor, some of the members that 
united with the church were Sister 
Laura (Dakin) Bryant, Sister Irene 
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Men who officiated. in the dedicatory service. 
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Martin, Brother Seward Parker, and 
the late Mitchell Green, Some of those 
who attended church in Congress 
Heights, other than those mentioned 
above, were Brother Floyd Auten, 
Brother William A. Cullers, Sister 
Carmenitta (Best) Cullers, and Sis- 
ter Pearl Auten, who, along with Sis- 
ter Bryant, Sister Martin, and Brother 
Parker, are still faithful members of 
the Church of God. The church in 
Congress Heights was very small, but 
the members were faithful. The 
church building was leased for a cer- 
tain period of time and when the 
lease expired it could not be re-

newed. Brother Hesketh and _ the 
members were unable to obtain an- 
other building in which to hold 
services, and as a result, Brother 
Hesketh was called to Montana, and 
church services in Washington were 
discontinued. Some of the members 
who desired to attend Church of God 
services went to Baltimore to church. 


Late in 1936, Brother Standifer came 
to Washington and held meetings in 
various homes; however, after a short 
while, he went back to Indiana, and 
Washington was again without a pas- 
tor until January 1937, when Brother 
W. E. Raney opened a church in the 
southwest section of the city. The 
building obtained by Brother Raney 
was located at Union and N Streets, 
S. W., and the Lord helped the church 
to meet obligations there which could 
not have been met without His help. 
Through the sincere prayers, hard 
work, and sacrifices of Brother and 
Sister Raney and the members, the 
church grew to a membership too 
large for the little mission at Union 
and N Streets, and it was necessary 
to move to a larger building located 
at 6th and L Streets, S.W., This prop- 
erty was purchased by the Church, 
so this was a step forward for the 
Church of God in the nation’s capital. 
The first Board of Trustees was or- 
ganized on November 7, 1937, and 
those serving on this board were W. E. 
Raney, R. H. Saterfield, R. A. Thomas 
Seward Parker, and J. B. Green. From 
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this point on, the church grew con- 
tinually, and Brother Raney remained 
as pastor through 1938. 


:) In 1939, the Reverend Hubert Flow- 


ers replaced Brother Raney, who was 
appointed as state overseer. However, 
Brother Flowers did not remain a 
full term and he was replaced. by 
Brother Shaw. In 1940, Brother Raney 
returned as pastor, and in 1941 he 
was replaced by Brother Foshee. Dur- 
ing Brother Foshee’s ministry the first 
Men’s Council was organized for the 
purpose of transacting church busi- 
ness. Those serving on this first coun- 
cil were R. A. Thomas, Seward Parker, 
J. B. Green, and William A. Cullers. 
Brother Foshee remained .as pastor 
until 1942 when Brother Wade H. Hor- 
ton was appointed for a term of two 
years. During Brother Horton’s minis- 
try, many Church of God members 
from all sections of the country came 
to Washington to work in various de- 
fense jobs, and, of course, most of 
these people transferred their mem- 
berships to the Washington church. 
As a result of these increases, it was 
again necessary to locate a larger 
building, and on February 6, 1942, a 
church building located at 2226 
Evarts Street, N. E., was purchased. 
The members were very happy with 
this building because prior to this 
time the buildings that were rented 
and purchased were not church build- 
ings. Also, they were grateful for the 
new location which was in a nice 
residential section of the city. The 
Lord was helping His humble people 
here in the nation’s capital. 


On March 9, 1942, property was 
purchased for a parsonage at 2710 
Twenty-fourth Street, N. E., in the 
same block as the church building. 
This was another step forward for the 
Church of God in Washington. The 
members elected to serve on the Board 
of Trustees for the church property 
were R. A. Thomas, Seward Parker, 
and William A. Cullers. 

In 1944, Brother Paul Stallings was 
appointed as pastor for two years; 
in 1946, the late Brother J. Andrew 
Rafferty was appointed for two years; 
in 1948, Brother Carl Hughes was 
appointed for a term of two years; 
however, he did not serve the full term 
and was replaced by Brother G. C. 
Hamby during the latter part of 1949. 
Brother Hamby remained as pastor 
until 1951 when he became state over- 
seer of Mississippi. 

In 1951, the Reverend P. H. McSwain 
was appointed pastor of the Church 


of God in the nation’s capital. For 
some time the members of the church 
had had a vision of a new church 
building, but not until Brother Mc- 
Swain came did our vision materialize. 
An all-out effort was made to secure 
a better location. Through much seek- 
ing and praying, the church was able 
to secure lots on Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue, one of the main thoroughfares 
of the city overlooking the nation’s 
capitol. The total cost of these lots 
was $9,600, and since the local church 
had only $2,600 available, the purchase 
of these lots was possible only through 
the help of the Church of God General 


Headquarters who gave a donation of 
$7,000 to be used for the lots. This was 
another step forward for the Church 
of God in Washington, D. C. 

On May 19, 1952; the church par- 
sonage was sold, and on May 27, 1953, 
a new parsonage was purchased near 
the lots for the new church. On Sep- 
tember 4, 1953, the church building 
at 2226 Evarts Street, N. E., was sold, 
after which the church rented a build- 
ing on Minnesota Avenue, S. E., to 
use for services until the new church 
could be completed. 

Then the big job was started; the 
architect was selected, the plans for

the building were submitted and ap- 
proved by the church and district 
government, and the loan for $35,000 
was approved by the National Bank 
of Washington. These were big steps 
forward for the Church of God in 
the nation’s capital. 


A contractor was then selected to 
do the construction work, and when 
the excavating for the basement was 
completed, we found, to our sorrow, 
that we were still on filled-in ground. 
District of Columbia engineers made 
a survey and they required that piling 
be driven to a depth of 38 feet, which 
cost the church approximately $10,000. 
We will have to say that the church 
is really built on a solid foundation. 
The cost of this piling was an expense 
that could not be foreseen; therefore, 
the progress of our church building 
was greatly hindered by the lack of 
funds. After this unexpected expendi- 
ture, Brother McSwain and the church 
carried on the work as funds became 
available. 


The members of this church could 
almost write a book on methods used 
for raising money for the building 
program. A few of the methods used 
were: (1) Brother McSwain encour- 
aged members and friends to buy 100 
cement blocks each, and 1000 bricks 
each; (2) individual members and 
friends were asked to pay $100 which 
entitled them to have their names 
put on a pew or window; (3) talent 
contests were held; and (4) dinners 
were served by various departments 
of the church and by individual mem- 
bers. We feel that most of the mem- 
bers of the church gave of their means 
as much as they possibly could. When 
sufficient funds were accumulated, a 
brick contractor was hired and the 
brick work was completed. 


According to the bank’s require- 
ments on the loan for the church 
building, the roof had to be on before 
the loan of $35,000 could be granted. 
After the bids to complete the building 
were received from three building con- 
tractors, they were much higher than 
had been anticipated, and it became 
apparent that the $35,000 bank loan 
would not be sufficient to complete 
the building. Therefore, the next move 
was to try to get other loans to com- 
plete the building. Brother McSwain 
and Brother W. C. Byrd, state overseer 
at that time, went to our General 
Headquarters and asked them to help 
us, and they came to our rescue by 
granting us a loan of $10,000. We 
feel that right here we should offer 
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our praise and thanks to the Church 
of God and the government and doc- 
trine that it has. We are also very 
grateful to Brother W. C. Byrd who 
lent us $2,000, and to Brother Burkette, 
one of our local members, who lent 
us $500. We want to thank the Lord 
for all the people who came to our 
rescue at a time when we needed 
them most. 


After the loan from Headquarters 
was received, the church hired Frank 
Rubino, a building contractor, to com- 
plete the building. On June 24, 1956, 
a special service was held to lay the 
cornerstone in the new church. Sev- 
eral ministers and friends from other 
cities were with us on this occasion 
and participated in the ceremony. The 
cornerstone was laid by the Board 
of Trustees, and today, September 30, 
1956, we have assembled here for the 
purpose of dedicating the National 
Church of God of Washington, D. C. 
We feel it only fitting and proper 
that our church history include the 
officers of the local church at the 
time we enter our new building; there-

Text: Galatians 1:17, 18, “Neither went I up to Jerusa- 
lem to them which were apostles before me; but I went 
into Arabia, and returned again unto Damascus. Then 
after three years I went up to Jerusalem to see Peter, 
and abode with him fifteen days.” 


in Arabia and Damascus; and then decided he 

would pay a visit to Peter in Jerusalem. Paul rec- 
ognized the fact that Peter had been with Jesus and that 
he would be able to learn much from Peter about the 
life and character of the One with whom he had that 
mysterious, yet wonderful meeting on his way to Da- 
mascus. How true it is, if we walk with Jesus, others may 
learn of Him through our lives; and others may be 
blessed, inspired, and encouraged. I can just picture the 
meeting of these two great saints of God, and the days 
of fellowship they had together. 

Let us look into the lives of Peter and Paul during the 
fifteen days they were together. We want, for a few 
minutes, to let our imagination grip us. 

Peter and Paul had been busy one day, and suddenly 
Peter turned to Paul and said: “Paul, would you care to 
take a little walk?” 

“Why, yes, Brother, I would really enjoy that.” 

So these two great men left Peter’s home and wended 
their way through the streets of Jerusalem, down over 
the Brook Kedron and on into a beautiful garden. There 
Peter stopped and said, “This is Gethsemane. Look, Paul, 
this is the very spot where Jesus wrestled and prayed 
and suffered, where the perspiration on His brow turned 
into great drops of blood. Paul, this is the very spot 
where John and James fell asleep; this, Paul, is the very 
spot where I fell asleep.I don’t think that I would ever 
have denied Him if I hadn’t gone to sleep. The last 
thing I remember hearing Him say before I fell asleep 
was: ‘Father, let this cup pass from me, if it be thy 
will; nevertheless, not my will, but thine be done.’ As I 
awoke, Paul, I saw an angel standing by Him, minister- 
ing unto Him, while the blood dripped from His brow.

Last of all, Paul, here is the place where I chopped off a 
man’s ear.” 

After this interesting walk, they moved back home, 
talking about the sad incidents they had been discussing. 

The next day dawned beautifully for these two men of 
God—another day in which they could have sweet fellow- 
ship together. Once again Peter invited Paul, when the 
evening shadows fell, to walk a way with him. Down 
through the city they went and out on the other side. 
Slowly they made their way up the side of a hill; on 
reaching the summit, Peter turned to Paul saying, “This 
is the place called Calvary. This is the spot where Jesus 
died for you and me. See this hole here, Paul; that is 
where His cross was placed. This is where the unbelieving 
thief was crucified, with the believing one here. Mary 
Magdalene and Mary, His mother, stood here; but, Paul, 
I stood on the outskirts of the crowd because I was 
afraid. The night before, when I denied Him, He looked 
at me so lovingly that it broke my heart, and I couldn’t 
bear to get near enough to see Him in such agony on 
the cross. Paul, that was the darkest hour of my life, 
because I promised that I would die with Him. I just 
longed to see God take Him down from the cross; and 
yet I never raised my voice in protest.” Peter then went 
on to further describe the crucifixion scene, as Paul 
stood in wonder at the grace of God. Well must he have 
remembered this scene when he penned that majestic 
verse in 2 Corinthians 12:9, which towers above all hu- 
man comprehension—‘My grace is sufficient for thee.” 

Once again, the next day, Peter requested Paul to come 
for an evening walk with him. They passed down the 
streets of Jerusalem, over the Brook Kedron, up to Beth- 
phage and over to the slope near Bethany. There Peter 
stopped and said, “Here, Paul, is the last place I ever 
saw Him.” He gave us His last message that day, and 
He spoke so kindly and lovingly. Suddenly, I noticed His 
feet didn’t touch the ground any more. He arose, and a 
cloud received Him out of our sight. I stood here, Paul, 
gazing into heaven in hopes that I might see Him again 
and hear His voice, but He was gone. The next thing I 
saw were two men in white standing at our side saying, 
‘Ye men of Galilee, why stand ye here gazing into heav- 
en? This same Jesus which is taken up from you into 
heaven, shall come in like manner as ye have seen 
Him go.’” 

May these few words come as a challenge to every be- 
liever to be ready for that great coronation day when 
Jesus will come again. “Even) so, come, Lord Jesus.”

@ No formal position has ever been taken on the 
issue and no statement has ever been made con- 
cerning it. None to my knowledge has ever been 
needed, for the relationship between the races is 
respectful, dignified and brotherly in the Church 
of God. The colored work of the Church is a vital 
part of it, with equal rights and requirements. In 
our recent General Assembly (as in all of them) 
there were delegates of many races present, and 
participation by all on the program. Yet there is 
no untoward or extreme fraternization between our 
members of different races. 


Perfection Before the Rapture 


Will the Church be perfect before Christ returns to 
rapture His saints? Will all churches or true Christians 
be in one body?

@ Ephesians 4:11-14 tells us that He has given 
apostles, prophets, evangelists, pastors and teachers 
in order to perfect the saints. Christians are to come 
into the unity of the faith and of the knowledge of 
the Son of God and unto a perfect man. This is 
the ideal plan of God for His people. It always seems 
a little difficult to us when we encounter the word 
perfect in the Scriptures, such as in this Ephesian 
reference. Matthew 5:48 says, “Be ye therefore pei 

fect, even as your Father which is in heaven is 
perfect”; yet, we know that it is impossible for us to 
be perfect in every way that God, who has perfect 
ability, knowledge, judgment, wisdom, etc., is perfect. 
We must understand the manner in which the 
word perfect is used—perfect children—for instance, 
as in the Matthew verse. Being perfect never 
means being incapable of error, but a _ perfect 
Christian will as much as possible correct his errors. 
Concerning your second question, there is no indica- 
tion anywhere that all Christians will be in the same 


church organization before the rapture. They will be 
in the same body of faith, yes; but in the same 
denomination, no. This is a vain sectarian dream 
wherever it exists. In the very last days, when apostacy 
will be at its height, God will still have some true 
believers within the apostate groups. Read Revelation 
18:4 and you will hear God still calling His people 
to separate themselves from the apostates.

@ The word rapture is not found in the Bible. 
but the word means to be “caught away” or “caught 
up.” 1 Thessalonians 4:17 says, “Then we which 
are alive and remain shall be caught up together 
with them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the 
air: and so shall we ever be with the Lord.” The 
last Scripture about which you ask actually does not 
refer to the time before John came as much as to 
the time between the ministry of John and that of 
Christ. The location is Matthew 11:12, which reads, 
“And from the days of John the Baptist until now 
the kingdom of heaven suffereth violence, and the 
violent take it by force.”
